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DETAILED ACTION 

Failure to Comply with 37 CFR 1. 121(c) 

1 . Under the current rules, single brackets [ ] should never be used to mark up 
changes in a patent application.

Drawings 

2. The drawings filed 30 March 2007 are objected to because lower portions of 
some of the drawing sheets were not successfully transmitted by facsimile. Applicant 
should view the drawings through the PAIR system to see what the USPTO has 
received. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

3. The claims 8, 1 1 and 12 are objected to because they include reference 
characters which are not enclosed within parentheses. See MPEP § 608.01 (m). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3-5, 7-13 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention: 

6. In claim 3, there is lack of antecedent basis for "the spreader bottom plate". It is 
suggested that in claim 1 "a bottom (92)" be changed to - - a bottom plate (92) - - . 

7. In claim 4, it is unclear if "the plate" refers to the central horizontal plate, the 
bottom plate or one of the end plates. 

8. In claim 6, there is lack of antecedent basis for "the flow tubes". 

9. In claim 13, the double recitation of "power means" and "power transmitting 
means", each of which is already recited in independent claim 1 is especially confusing. 

10. In claim 16, there is lack of antecedent basis for "the central discharge opening"; 
"the shaft"; and "the spreader bottom plate". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. Claims 1, 2, 6 and 15 are allowed. 
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1 2. Claims 3-5, 7-1 3 and 1 6-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the respective base claims and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

1 3. Applicant's arguments are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
